rum to have manipulated a successful 
evening on the spindly antennae of a 
Sheraton fancy chair. Today you would 
put that chair and its twin on either side 
of a Victorian commode or 
drawers in the downstairs hall. 

It is frankly conceded that there has 
been a change of emphasis in America 
in the last seventy-five years in fur- 
nishing a house functionally around 
family life. How radical that change has 
been is amusingly illustrated by the 
photograph of a Civil War apartment 
in New York in the 1860's. Check this 
charming old picture (shown at left), a 
composite made from stereopticon views 
of the period, and you can pick out the 
very features of Victoriana which the 
collectors and decorators are employing

Almost every attic yields one parlor 
lamp, with bulbous china base and shade 
to match. You wire it and use it in your 
Victorian hall group with the black wal 
nut dresser which has a marble top and 
a facade adorned with espaliered fruit in 
lieu of brasses for opening the drawers. 
Above it you hang the portrait of Aunt 
Emma and on either side of it you place

a pot of ivy sprouting from the wall 
above. 

The typical black walnut center table, 
discernible in the left background of the 
Civil War apartment picture, finds its 
life work in a modern scheme. Let your 
pet carpenter cut it in two in the center, 
even splitting the finial at the base, and 
you have a pair of console lamp tables 
which, when screwed securely to the 
black walnut wainscoting, provide safe 
anchorage for your oversize rococco lamps 
with fringed shades. Place on either side 
of a closed-up doorway out of which 
you have made a cabinet and bookcase, 
and with the addition of a slipcovered 
love seat you have another unit as com- 
fortable as it is decorative. 

Another trick with a center table and 
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a lace-curtained Victorian bay window 
makes both more beautiful and useful 
in the present-day scheme of living. The 
pedestal center table when cut down, 
cleaned of stain and varnish, and re 
assembled in its more graceful 
tions, can be waxed in the natural and 
so becomes a handsome coffee table as 
modern as any “pickled pine.” Used in 
the Victorian bay window fitted with 
white Venetian blinds, it makes a charn 
ing tete-a-tete corner.

“The older readers of YANKEE will un- 
doubtedly recall the long cold winters 
which brought about croup, tonsilitis, and 
sundry other illnesses. And they will re- 
call the sweet squares and drops of hard 
candy, colored a deep brown which mama 
and papa kept high on the cupboard shelf 
in a tightly-covered fruit jar. We young- 
sters coughed and barked, strained our 
throats to the limit, as a gentle hint for 
some of the delicious horehound drops 
Although huge glass apothecary jars stood 
crammed to the brim on the druggist's 
shelves, there were some people, like my 
grandmother, who made her own _ hore- 
hound candy. Lucky was the grandchild 
who got to lick the pan. There was no lick- 
ing the spoon because this particular kind 
of seet was never stirred.” 


Horehound Drops 
6 cups cold water 
1/3 cup horehound leaves and stems 
3 cups sugar 
1 tsp. cream of tartar 
1 tsp. butter. 
1 tsp. lemon juice 
Pour water over horehound leaves, us- 
ing a fairly heavy saucepan. Allow to 
come to a boil over very low flame. 
After 3 minutes, turn off fire and let 
simmer. Then mix 3 cups sugar with 
two cups of the liquid, add cream of 
tartar. Cook over high flame, but do 
not stir until sugar is entirely dissolved.

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With typical Yankee 
independence, George 

Brewster is designing houses in 
his own way—and architectural 
critics are finally applauding.

WO YEARS AGO, A HOUSE DESIGNED 
by George W. W. Brewster of Bos 
ton was singled out by the jury of a 
‘Homes for Better Living” contest spon- 
sored by the American Institute of Archi- 


tects. Six houses were chosen for prizes 
all flat-roofed, glass-walled, in “modern” 
style. Then came Mr. Brewster's, under 
the heading, ““No Award.” 

The jury could not ignore this distin 
guished house, and they had some difh 
culty .n explaining why it was not given a 
prize. To an untrained eye, it might seem 
that any of the six winners could be inter- 
changed with any other, regardless of the 
place or the people they had been built 
for. But the Brewster house, blending 
modern elements with New England feel- 
ing, could belong only in the setting for 
which it was designed, the rocky ledges 
of Manchester, Massachusetts 

A strong voice dissented from this ‘‘No 
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Award” decision. Frank Lloyd Wright, 
giant of American architecture, said blunt- 
ly: “It is a good house. And even more 
important than the house is the spirit of 
independence the architect (Brewster) 
shows. I am tired of seeing the same new 
cliches over and We are en 
titled to a vast variety of form in our com 


over 


plex age.” 

George Brewster was not disturbed by 
the jury's nay. He knew that in our present 
era, followers of Mies van der Rohe and 
the Bauhaus school are “In’’ and originals 
are “Out.” A descendant of that “May- 
flower” Brewster who was also proudly 
non-conformist, George Brewster con- 
tinued to build houses in his own style 

One house might be passed over. The 
body of his work proved Brewster's artis- 
tic success, and last June he received as 
a result of his designs an American Insti 
tute of Architects fellowship, one of four- 
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teen awarded throughout the country for 
“compelling excellence of design,” includ- 
ing “notable individuality and mastery in 
the art of design,” and “the appreciation 
of scale, color, and texture.” 

Each of the six houses he was requested 
to submit for the fellowship judging com- 
bines “modern” ideas with early Ameri- 
can feeling and common sense, and each 
is an integral part of its setting: the Gibbs 
shore house in Marion, Massachusetts; the 
Chaffee house on the oceanfront at Bar- 
rington, Rhode Island; the Morrow house 
at the peak of a windswept hill in Lunen- 
berg, Nova Scotia; the Wolbach house on 
a Brookline, Massachusetts, estate: the 
Ford house, overlooking meadow and

pond at Fitchburg, Massachusetts, and the 
Buck house at Manchester, Massachusetts. 

Mr. Brewster has practiced architecture 
since he received his M. Arch. degree 
from Harvard in 1936. He had previously 
graduated from Harvard College, and 


studied at Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology architectural school. He has 
worked in several architectural offices, 
heads his own firm. 

But his recent honors come not only 
from long experience, but from the resolu- 
tion he made in 1946 when he returned 
from Navy war service: to design there- 
after as he believed, without compromise 
or short cuts. 

He shares with most New Englanders 
an admiration for the fine old 18th cen- 
tury and early 19th century houses in 
this region. Their beauty is not the re- 
sult of builders’ luck, he points out, 
but a matter of being right for their 
setting—in materials, and 
orientation. Besides this, old houses pos- 
sess an extra appeal: an aura of long 
life and security. 

In his designs for New England houses, 
Mr. Brewster has used several traditional 
ideas which are just as satisfactory today. 
For example, his houses are all carefully 
placed on the land; they generally have 
pitched roofs; his chimneys are well-pro- 


now 


proport ions, 
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portioned (colonial builders often built 
out chimneys in the portion which ap- 
peared above roofs, for a better design). 
His houses have pillared porches or sec- 
tions which suggest porches, and they are 
built of clapboard and shingles, which 
withstand best the winds, rains, and heavy 
snows of New England weather. 

Brewster houses also embody many 
“modern” design ideas, such as floor-to 
ceiling windows, when orientation and 
view call for them—always with pillars 
wide enough to give a feeling of solidity 
to the glass wall. Two hallmarks of his 
houses are carefully-designed roofs and 
unusual stairways. 

The latest ‘‘comforts’’—heating, light- 
ing, plumbing, storage, kitchen—are basic 
in a house, Mr. Brewster feels, but these 
utility elements, provided they work well, 
are not as important as clients may think. 
Mechanical equipment may become obso- 
lete, at least in style, before a house is 
completed—but the aesthetic values of a 
house, the qualities which make it beauti- 
ful, do not become outmoded, and ensure 
continuing satisfaction to the owner. Al- 
though George Brewster designs marve- 
lously efficient houses, he aims to give 
them more: the aesthetic values which 
make a house ageless in its charm and 
suitability. 
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The Buck House (left), in Manchester,

&N.M.: Dear Oracle: Can you explain why 
it seems so customary to lower the top- 
gallant yards to within a short distance of the 
topsail yards on sailing vessels when sails 
are not set? 

Answer: It is not only customary, it is 
necessary on what might be termed the 
“modern” square-rigged ship. In these latest 
types, common in and about the time of 
World War One, and to some degree long 
before, the topsails and top-gallants were 
“split” as they termed it. Otherwise they 
were called “double.” Both upper topsails and 
upper top-gallants were set without sheets 
That is, there was no running rigging to 
hold the lower clews. Instead, they were 
shackled to ring-bands on the yard below 
They had to be lowered, with the yard, in 
order to furl them. That is why, if you ever 
noticed, the lower clews of the sails that 
were lowered, showed at the extreme ends 
of the yard when furled. With sails that were 
clewed up, the lower clews showed in the 
center or ‘“‘amidship.”

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®Conn.: Dear Oracle: What happens when 
the main brace needs to be spliced and why 
so often? A friend asked me, “How many 
ropes are there on a ship, barque or vessel?” 
so I pass the question to you for an answer.

Answer: What d'’ya mean “so often’? 
Splicing the main brace was no regular thing 
but was only done on special occasions. The 
ceremony (?) of passing out a tot of rum to re- 
ward seamen for some outstanding job is not 
to be confused with the regular, daily “piping 
aft to grog” as was practiced in the English 
Navy and the American Navy also, at times. 
It was also done in both merchant services 
during certain periods of history 

About your second query—the ropes on a 
square rigger. Authorities differ. Some say 
three, some can find more. For us there is 
the “bolt rope,’ but not all had them; some 
sailors speak of the “Parrel-rope,”’ but others 
call it a “‘strap’—personally we prefer the 
latter as it is more apt; there is the “bucket 
rope” which was never anything else. For 
the rest, as far as we know, there was some 
other recognized name such as “brace,” “tack,” 
“lift,” “halliard,” “painter,” “stopper,” “‘gas- 
ket,” “pendant,” “Vang,” “sheet,” and so on. 


» '.. Dear Oracle: Whatever became of 
a Josh Slocum who sailed alone around 
the world?

Answer: A good many people would like to 
know the answer to your query. 


&N.H.: Dear Oracle: 1 am twelve years old 
and I like to make toy boats and sail them 
on the ponds. But I can't seem to make the 
sails right. They never fit the masts and spars, 
but draw away from them and look awful. 
Can you tell me how to do it right? I will 
thank you so much if you can. Henry 

Answer: Yes, Hank, we can although it 
would be easier to show you. In cutting a sail 
you never cut the outside line straight—you 
cut ‘em in an arc, outward, which is called 
roaching. To get the proper arc, you go at it 
it this way: Suppose a side of your sail meas- 
ured ten feet. Find the center, which is five 
feet, and as you cut from a clew or corner, 
arc outward an inch to every foot until you 
hit the center point, which will bring you five 
inches out from a straight line. Then you 
work in, an inch to the foot, to the next corner 
or clew. The side of your sail should then 
be bow-shaped. Whether the sail has four 
sides or three, you do the same thing on each 
one and, of course, you allow for your hem 
outside of that.

developer can build a better Amer- 
ica quicker than industrial commissions, 
municipal officials or legislative bodies 
and make a lot of money doing it. 

But if he is going to change the face 
of our country for the better, he must 
have a conscience, and Blakeley has that 
conscience.” 

The above quote is from a recent 
conversation with a Boston mortgage 
banker. He was talking about Gerald W 
Blakeley, Jr., young (38) industrial de 
veloper and president of Cabot, Cabot & 
Forbes. 

Although he made his first million in 
his early thirties, Blakeley is still acutely 
aware of his obligation to create com- 
munity assets. So much so that he has be- 
come a missionary dedicated to the task 
of making industry “socially acceptable.”’ 

“An industrial developer has a stag- 
geting responsibility. Who can match 
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his power to literally create a community ? 
What other human force can develo 
vast land improvements which, depend- 
ing on his conscience, can either appre- 
ciate in value, bring security and pleasure 
to others, or breed delinquency and cost- 
ly burdens of blight?” Blakeley asks. 

“What other investor enjoys the tax 
shelters, the unusual opportunities for 
personal fortune and the rare chance in 
real estate to build monuments to himself 
without going broke?” 

Blakeley’s flower-bordered factories 
along Route 128 are handsome—and 
profitable monuments. 


Few industrial developers under- 


stand how success evolved from Blakeley’s 
conviction that he could help build a 
happier society by making marigolds 
bloom around bricks and mortar. 

But, Blakeley explains, “If you can 
give people happy surroundings in which 
to work, that is, make their employment

nearly as pleasant as their homes, you 
have won the fight against all the ‘isms.’ 

“Give a man a physical surrounding 
that satisfies his soul, and he isn’t going 
to be on a soap box talking revolution 
The home builders have given us ex- 
traordinary standards of living, but we 
spend more time working so why not 
concentrate on raising that standard?” 

His attitude explains, in part, why a 
national concern awarded Cabot, Cabot 
& Forbes a contract to construct a facility 
so comfortable that hard-to-please tech- 
nical help would prefer to work there 
rather than be lured away by higher pay 
to less attractive surroundings. 

Blakeley’s architects followed through 
with a glass-enclosed structure graced by 
trees growing in a central courtyard with 
flower-lined walks. 

Blakeley’s spiritual drive once pushed 
him in the direction of the ministry. Cir 
cumstances led him into another career 





but his sense of mission and the zeal for 
helping others survived. 

He is less impressed by his role in 
creating the largest and fastest growing 
industrial complex in the country than by 
the opportunity to help wipe out the 
depressing surroundings associated with 
sweat shop labor 

It used to be that any mention of the 
word ‘factory’ made people shudder,’ 
Blakeley says. ‘But now we are succeed- 
ing in building factories that people ad- 
mire, and we are putting them in the 
suburbs. We're getting rid of the concept 
that factory walls need be drab surfaces 
appropriate only for time clocks.” 

His firm has done the lion’s share of 
the 140 million dollar new construction 
work along Route 128—low, contem- 
porary-designed plants set into the pleas- 
ant countryside more like luxurious villas 
than industrial buildings. 

There has been satisfaction in turning 
$200-an-acre pig farms and gravel pits 
into industrial sites worth $1.25 per foot. 
And the wealth that has come with it has 
justified Blakeley’s faith in himself as 
well as in his post-war vision which has 
changed the face of much of suburban 
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Industry or motel? This new plant of Wirtb- 
more Feeds, Rte. 128, was engineered, fi- 
nanced and designed by Cabot, Cabot & 
Forbes. (Gerald Blakeley in the foreground.) 
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Boston and other areas as well. 

Blakeley is convinced that it can also 
change the aspect of cities. He and his 
associates are now planning a skyscraper 
in Boston with magnificent amenities for 
office workers 

“The heart of the city can be made 
pleasant with the right real estate,’’ the 
young developer says 

Sincerity, sound business sense and 
charm won Blakeley the financial backing 
he needed. He also has a disarming 
smile. 

“You want to help a person who 
smiles sincerely. You are on his side be- 
fore he asks for a loan. There are a lot 
of people who can flash a smile, but half 
the time they are looking past you with 
a gesture of impatient tolerance. Blake- 
ley makes me feel downright sympathet- 
ic,” is the way one banker explains it. 

He once confided to an associate that 
in earlier years he often concentrated on 
smiling before a mirror. Psychologists 
know that most of us don’t use mirrors 
nearly as much as we should. He could 
smile all right, but the mirror polished 
it up a bit. 

Actually, few people, even in the real

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estate fraternity, know much about this 
man. As a master salesman, he is never 
in one place long enough for a thorough 
assessment. He is only too ready to pass 
up self-congratulatory press conferences 
and board a plane to launch his next 
project. 

This attitude of amiable aloofness has 
fostered several myths. 

One is that Blakeley conceived the idea 
of dressing up industrial plants with 
lawns and shrubs. Another is that he was 
wealthy from the outset and had plenty 
of equity money to finance his plunge 
into a new type of property. 

And, his religious convictions have 
given rise to the legend that he credits 
each new achievement to the guidance 
of the Almighty. 

These stories, as legends usually do, 
remain inaccurate, yet they are based on 
truths which did have a bearing on 
Blakeley’s success. 

His parents are moderately prosperous. 
His father, an M.I.T. graduate, was a sci- 
entist-scholar before his retirement. He 
taught at Tech and at one time was as- 
sociated with Johns-Manville Co. where 
he had a (Continued on page 74)

Anyone remember the excitement of seed 


catalogue time years ago?

HEN BENJAMIN FRANKLIN ES- 
tablished a sound postal system, 
he launched the annual vernal barrage 
catalogs. Importing seed from 
Europe was unsatisfactorily slow and 
hazardous. Cape Cod beaches had 
sprouted each summer with shipwrecked 
seed, and earth filled boxes of nursery 
stock, required for ocean voyages, were 
subjected to the depredations of the 
ship's cat. 
Apples were popular, not 
doctor away but because _ the 
squeezed from them put a kick 


of seed 


to keep the 
juice 
into 


funerals and church raisings. Michael 
Floy’s catalog recommended Gloria 
Mundi, Monstrous Pippin and Newark 
for Cyder in 1823. His apple trees sold 
from 25c to 37¥/c apiece. The Benjamin 
Prince and Stephen Mills catalog invited 
cider deviates to grow pears for making 
“perry,” a liquor comparable to cham- 
pagne. 

When temperance reforms swept the 
country, converted farmers sought to 
squelch the flow of liquid evil, by putting 
their orchards to the ax. Consequently, 
the catalogs began extolling the healthful 
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Stowe, Vermont, this 
with seed catalogue 

rolled in a tube, 
since last April. Set of 14, all different, 
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virtues of apples for munching and cook- 
ing. 

Seed catalogs offered pioneers the com- 
forts of lilacs and roses, but honeysuckle 
was the rage to conceal outhouses in a 
fragrant tangle. The William Prince 
Nursery of Flushing, Long Island, met 
the demand by listing fifteen kinds in 
their 1822 catalog. The outhouse is van- 
ishing from the rural scene but honey- 
suckle is still known as ‘Backhouse Flow- 
er’ and worse, by anyone who has tried 
to rid his land of the pest. 

Steaming cups of sage tea were drunk 
for debilities “peculiar to spring.” Cold 
sage tea was used as a hair rinse. Sun shy 
ladies could rid themselves of freckles by 
applications of grated horseradish and 
buttermilk. Catnip not only put the 
‘purr’ into Puss, but purified the blood 
as well. Sweet Chervil sharpened the 
memory and was reputed to whet an 
octogenarian’s zest for living. Virginia 
Speedwell was celebrated as a cure for 
dropsy and leprosy. 


Grant Thorburn, New York seedsman, 


sold herb seed grown by the Shakers. 


This religious group, noted for their 
liturgical gyrations, were the first to mar- 
ket seed in paper packets. 


Perbaps they exaggerated a bit in the old 


RRA NTED Te prepuce 
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Thorburn started in business with fhif- 
teen dollars worth of seed and a few 
potted plants in the window of his gen- 
eral store. This horticultural enterprise, 
eventually branching out to Boston and 
Philadelphia, has left us some interesting 
catalog material. 

Another New York seedsman was 
Thomas Hogg, whose nursery at Twenty- 
third St. and Broadway in 1824-25 was 
too far out in the country to be listed in 
the city directory. Hogg is perhaps best 
remembered for the lengthy title of his 
catalog which in 1834 read: ‘Catalogue 
of Ornamental Trees and Shrubs, Her- 
baceous and Greenhouse Plants, Culti 
vated and Grown for Sale by Thomas 
Hogg, Nurseryman and Florist at the 
New York Botanic Garden in Broadway, 
near the House of Refuge.” 

Seed catalogs began listing tomatoes as 
a vegetable in the 1820's, but the sus 
picion that the “Love Apple” caused 
cancer lingered until after the Civil War 
when new strains were introduced. The 
General Grant Tomato, touted to arouse 
the liver, did much to stimulate the 
American tomato appetite. 

Gardening gadgets have always con- 
tributed to the popularity of the seed cata- 


seed ads, but the idea came across—BIG! 
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ant

log. Even our parsimonious ancestors 
squandered sweet-earned dollars for cater- 
pillar brushes, ladies’ weeding trowels, 
pincers, nippers and turnip scoops. 

The boom years following Appomat- 
tox saw a revival of gardening enthusi- 
asm. Now that the forest was conquered, 
the prairie crossed and the Union pre- 
served, there was leisure for landscaping. 
However, the population was surging 
westward faster than patent medicine 
makers and seed growers could paint 
signs on the roadward side of barns. 
Then, seedsmen discovered that news- 
papers could advertise their catalogs right 
in the lamplight of every kitchen table. 

All the wonders of summertime were 
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offered by W. Atlee Burpee, James Vick, 
Henry Dreer, Peter Henderson, D.M. 
Ferry, R. H. Shumway and many others. 
These catalog ads incited the imagina- 
tion of the dormant gardener with exotic 
drawings and generous offers. Free gift 
premiums and seed bargains went with 
almost every catalog. Some catalogs were 
free, others could be had for the price of 
the postage, which was deducted from the 
customer's first order. 

Each maintained that their seed was 
the cheapest and best. Competition 
prompted growers like Peter Henderson 
to offer $250 for naming a new tomato. 
Customers were invited to submit a name 
for every tomato packet they bought. F. 
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B. Mills of Rose Hill, N. Y., was also 
exploiting a new tomato in 1891 and an- 
nounced $500 would be paid to the gar- 
dener who grew one weighing three 
pounds. 

Color was an important factor in select- 
ing a catalog. In 1884 the W. Atlee 
Burpee catalog included lithographed 
color plates of a tomato and different 
colored single dahlias. Burpee’s front and 
back cover appeared in color in 1886. 

Not to be outdone by Eastern growers, 
Territorial nurserymen were publishing 
catalogs too. A. Cook & Sons of Wash- 
ington Territory, listed plants in 1882 
particularly suited to the Pacific region. 

Fair and square dealing was a byword 
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with James J. H. Gregory of Marble- 
head, Massachusetts. He offered his 1888 
vegetable and flower catalog free to every 
son and daughter of Adam. Boasting a 
million satisfied customers, Gregory used 
this audience to sound off on pet peeves, 
political and otherwise. He voiced his 
displeasure over the Congress of the 
United States raising third-class postal 
rates and berated post office employees 
for “lifting” cash from customers’ orders. 

Nurseries flourished and catalogs flow- 
ered in the opulent nineties. Catalog cov- 
ers ornate with cherubs and brimming 
cornucopias expressed the gilt-edged sen- 
timents of the period. There was a potted 
palm in every parlor and from the epi- 














demic of nursery ads, more than one seed 
catalog. With the establishment of the 
rural free delivery in 1896 the seed cata- 
log reached the remotest dwelling. 

Thumbing through the catalogs that 
whiled away those rugged winters of 
yesterday, one finds history and humor 
threaded through the wealth of botanical 
lore. Although the prices and many of 
the seed houses themselves are obsolete, 
these catalogs are a valuable aid to mod- 
ern agricultural research. 

Our heritage of seed catalogs is being 
preserved by such institutions as the 
Liberty Hyde Bailey Hortorium in Ithaca, 
New York. Housed at Cornell University, 
this collection is one of the finest in the 
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country. The Hortorium file of European 
catalogs is outranked only by collections 
in Brussels and Geneva. Dr. G. H. M. 
Lawrence, Hortorium Director, has ex- 
pressed interest in acquiring any catalogs 
prior to 1890 and flyers, lists and folders 
of specialized smaller regional nursery- 
men before 1940. 

Spring housecleaning will bring more 
of these old-timers to light. Old catalogs 
should not be discarded but contributed 
to the Hortorium collection for safekeep- 
ing. One day future generations will con- 
sult the Liberty Hyde Bailey Hortorium 
file to find out which seed catalog offered 
the gardening public the first plants 
brought back from outer space.

know of Miss Margaret 
Marblehead, Massachusetts, who has been 
weaving fine Scottish tartans on hand- 
looms for thirty years Her small shop on 
Washington Street is a Marblehead in- 
stitution for it has been there, its win- 
dows decked with gay or somber plaids, 
for more than two decades. 

Many spurious ‘‘tartans” have been in- 
vented and manufactured in recent years 
but Miss Buchanan weaves only the true 
patterns and colors—as befits a lady born 
near Loch Lomond, hereditary country of 
the Buchanan clan. A visit to the United 
States in 1924 changed the course of her 
life. She studied weaving at Berea Col- 
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lege in Kentucky, went on to Arden 
Weavers in Delaware and in 1929 opened 
her shop in Marblehead. A niece, Mrs. 
Nancy MacDonald (whose mother was 
a Buchanan, ) assists with the weaving. 

Miss Buchanan has set up more than 
100 tartan patterns on her forty-five-inch 
and twenty-inch hand-looms. Since many 
clans have dress and hunting, as well as 
regular tartans, she that there 
are perhaps 300 more which she has not 
been called upon to weave—but she is 
prepared to set any one of them, even the 
intricate Ogilvie, the most complicated 
tartan cf all. 

Her handwoven cloth is bought to be 
made into kilts, men’s dinner jackets, 
women’s coats, suits and skirts. The shop 
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estimates 





also sells handwoven tartan scarves, ties, 
handbags and handsome knee robes. So 
be sure to drop in on Miss Buchanan the 
next time you're in the Marblehead vicin- 
ity—hoot mon, but you'll be glad you 
did! 


For eventual recognition and appre- 
ciation, many craftsmen depend upon a 
location along a well-traveled road to at- 
tract the patronage of the inveterate tour- 
ist shopper. This is definitely not true 
of Harry Holl. To reach his intriguing 
workshop and little gallery you skirt 
about the shores of Scargo Lake in Den- 
nis, Massachusetts, you wind along a 
deeply wooded road, you park and take 
a small path at the end of which you find 
the home and shop of Cape Cod’s only 
stoneware potter. This young man, a 
former Oregonian and New Yorker, has 
nothing of the “arty” about him. Strong 
in his beliefs, enthusiastic and energetic, 
he makes most al! of his own equipment 

including his revolutionary portabie 
potter's wheel. 

His casseroles, decanters with slender 
matching cups, his teapots, vases and 
bowls are all made from natural clays 
with flint, feldspar and various sands. 
With these he achieves a firing tempera- 
ture of 2500 degrees rather than the

®The news from Maine is that they've 
been having bear trouble this fall. Fish and 
game warden supervisors in their weekly 
reports say that there seems to be more of 
the critters around than ever before in 
memory 

At Presque Isle it was reported that 
bears had invaded the runways, leading to 
the briefly-held belief that they were Rus 
sian bears that Khrushchev had parachuted 
to earth on his way to Washington last 
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September. However, one of the animals 
that was captured alive denied the rumor, 
insisting that he was not, and never had 
been, a Communist. 

At Patten, Hollis Shorey, out for a 
short drive, encountered eleven deer and 
nine bears. He shot three of the latter 
with the rest hightailing it for the tall 
timber. You can shoot as many bears as 
you want in Maine and farmers, in par- 
ticular, will thank you for it 

Perhaps one reason for the increase in 
bear population is that Manfred Yoeman, 
who lived near Vanceboro, Maine, has 
passed on to the greater hunting grounds 
He used to trap dozens of them during a 
year—but, accustomed as he was to travel 
ing in the woods, he would frequently get 
“turned around” for a day or two resulting 
in not a few nights involuntarily spent in 
the open. However, he refused to carry a 
compass. One time I showed him my 
compass and softly suggested he make a 
similar purchase. “Man O Man,” he re- 
torted (Manfred seldom started a sentence 
without this preface), “that rig’s no good 
It just shows you where North is. What I 
want to know is where camp is.” 


®Nature and art meet in an unusual ex- 
hibit in the Bennington Museum, Benning- 
ton, Vermont. Among the millions of dol 
lars’ worth of exhibits are half a dozen 
ordinary fungi, yet these attract as much 
attention from the tourists as a rare piece 
of glass or pottery. This is not a Nature 
Museum so these fungi are not included as 
specimen of natural beauty but rather as 
a unique form of art. The dictionary calls 
the fungus “a spongy, morbid growth 
but from these excrescences Mr. John J. Ris- 
don of Binghamton, New York, has created 
pictures of great beauty with a penknife 
Mr. Risdon’s life, like his work, is a 
mixture of Nature and Art. Born in Mount 
Tabor, Vermont, he was brought up in 
and around lumber camps where he gained 
a great knowledge of trees. Although he 
spent most of his life (He's now over 
eighty years of age) as a photographic 
technician, he never lost this interest in 
the woods. He discovered the potentiali 
ties of the bracket fungus (a parasite which 
attaches itself to hardwood trees) and 
practiced cutting at different depths into 
the dried growth until he obtained differ- 
ent shades of brown. As shadows, half- 
tones and highlights serve to make a pic- 
ture he used the knowledge of perspec- 
tive and composition he had learned in his 
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AR’S HORROR”

“When he wanted to go on a skiing 
trip, he took a job nights in a Brunswick 
paper mill.” 

He became interested in the Episcopal 
Church while at college. For a time he 
considered the ministry, but the war and 
marriage decided his course. 

He returned from Naval service to his 
bride, the former Anne Whitcomb, pretty 
daughter of a prominent Worcester family, 
noted for its philanthropies, particularly to 
benefit the blind. 

But Blakeley did not give up thoughts 
of the ministry easily. 

“The war made everything seem urgent,” 
he says. He rationalized his decision to 
make money with the thought that people 
with wealth usually command an audience 
more easily. 

He finds time now to work with boys’ 
clubs and philanthropies concerned with 
youth. And his sense of obligation to his 
fellow men is given expression in such 
projects as profit sharing and providing 
jobs at Cabot, Cabot & Forbes for talented 
members of minority groups. 

Close associates have never heard Blake- 
ley claim any alliance with the Lord in his 
business triumphs, but it is evident that 
devotion to religious principles is the cor- 
nerstone of his personal and business life 

However, the Blakeley climb to com- 
mercial eminence was no sprint, nor was 
it achieved without false starts and dis- 
couraging setbacks. 

He founded a company called Blakeley

It was a 
company which traded in scarce cotton 
fabrics. When his progress wasn't spectac- 
ular enough, he sold out to his partner. 

He liked the idea of going into indus- 
trial real estate, and opened a small office 
in Boston. 

He realized that industrial expansion had 
no place to go but to the suburbs. Blakeley 
did not conceive the idea, but he was smart 
enough to see that there was a future in 
making factories desirable. 

Whether it was conservative Boston 
or Blakeley’s untried youth is not clear, 
but there was no rush to put him on the 
payroll. He finally received a sympathetic 
audience from F. Murray Forbes, the man 
who had developed Cabot, Cabot & Forbes 
into a respected management firm since 
its founding in 1909. 

Forbes, now in his eighties, gave Blake- 
ley his blessing and a chance to try his 
icleas.

ironically, this was promoted by another 
downtown real estate man. A nationally- 
known tenant was signed up. Blakeley 
entered the picture by negotiating favorable 
financing. 

Blakeley saw the possibilities of the sale 
and lease-back financing method. This was 
interesting businessmen. They wanted their 
capital free for other uses. They liked the 
tax advantage of deducting rent 

Blakeley bought land cheap. He realized 
tremendous appreciation in values by buy- 
ing land at $200 an acre, improving the 
industrial site, perhaps at a cost of $10,- 
000, and selling the finished site for $30,- 
000 or $40,000. Some sites which he held 
and later sold appreciated as much as 
$300,000. It becomes easy to understand 
why he is so wealthy when one realizes an 
industrial park created 10 years ago at a 
cost of fifty million of which five was 
cash, today is worth fifty million plus the 
appreciation, which could be another fifty 
million.

From time to time various publications 
attempt to explain abstract art as “an ex- 
perience rather than as an expression of 
an experience,” and the public is advised 
to look at abstractions as they would look 
at the embers in a fireplace.

through to a few people.” 

John Hatch, another of the excellent 
staff of UNH artist-teachers, comes more 
closely to grips with an analysis. Hatch’s 
comment is that LaBranche has an acute 
color sense. Through his use of color and 
shapes he can create compositions that are 
inherently experiences in stress and in 
other emotions. With one shape he will 
give an illusion of depth, and with a sec 
ond shape—or a series of them—he will 
contradict that illusion so that the viewer 
experiences a sensation of flatness and 
depth at once. His use of color assists in 
this accomplishment 

“He isn’t copying anyone,” adds Hatch 
“And his sense of humor adds to his work 
Some of his flower gardens have a comic
